Further, with respect to the percentage amount of pearlescent or opacifying agent, the Examiner 
would like to point out that Laurent et al. (US' 431 Al) as a primary reference clearly teaches 
that the composition comprises an effective amount of at least one agent conventionally used in 
oxidation dyeing includes opacifiers (see page 21, paragraph, 0466). Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
optimize the amount of the opacifing agents in the composition so as to get the maximum 
effective amount. The person of ordinary skill in the art would expect such composition to have 
similar properties to those claimed, absent unexpected results. Furthermore, as the optimization 
of results, a patent will not be granted based upon the optimization of result effective variable 
when the optimization is obtained through routine experimentation unless there is a showing of 
unexpected results which properly rebuts the prima facie case of obviousness, see In re Boesch, 
617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 219 (CCPA 1980). See also In re Woodruff, 919 F. 2d 1575, 
. 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936-37 (Fed. Cir. 1990), mdln reAller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105
